zation on which the Uovernment leaned in Lheo
darkest hours of trial and perll, joln with
them In this Indorsement, f scarcely know
what words $o use ns a fitting acknowledgmant,
and can only say “would that I were worthler,'
Wesearcely reolize (and mustaposlsngaln of Our
Conniry as in the lecture halls an hour ago), how
raplily and yet howglorionsly we are making
history: buat ponl«-rlt): will read 1t oo Lhe open
pages of onr country's annals, Blx years ago
—how brief it seems—but s fractlon of an tndi-
vidual's life—but a breath In the life of a nation
—the banners of rebelllon waved over hostlle
armies and stolen forts from the Polomae to the
Rio Grande, aud the onlookltui world predioted
the cerialn downfall of the Republio, Now,
thanks to our gallant armies and thelr gallant
commanders—Grant the inflexible—Sherman
the m:}:am—ﬁueridnu the invinelble—and
all their fearless compniriots on sea and shore,
bul one flag waves over the Jland—the flag that
‘Washington loved, and that Jackson, and Scott,
and Taylor adorned with thelr brilllant vie-
torles—the fag dearer to us iv all {ts hours of
peril than when gilded by the sunshine of
prosperily and 1anned by the =zephyrs
of peace, nut Ilast trlumpbant, unques-
tioned, npaesatled, BIxX years ago millious of
human belngs, born on Amoerlean soil, crested
by the same Divine Father, destined to the
same oternal hereafler, were subjeel to sule
like the swine of the sly or the beasts of the
fleld, and our escatoheon was dimmed and dis-
bonored by the staln of American slavery,
To-day auction-blocks and manroles and
whlpplnf-polta are, through Goa, things of the
past, while the slave himself has become the
eitizen, with the freeman's weapon of
tion, the ballot, in his own right hand.

and to the end; and you have now your abun-
dant vindleatijon and reward. Though toe
torch of slander was it at every avenus of hils
ublie life while he llved, the civilized world
ecame mourners ant. his coMo; and with those
libellons  tongues husthed, our whole land
enshrines hls memory to-day with the
Father of the t.'mmtri.' he saved., Agaln,
when In the very erisie of the natlon's
agonies, be struck with the battie-axe of the
wiur power against slavery as the cause of all
olr woes, you 8tood by him upholding his bands
and strengthening him in that eventful con-
fiict. Enemles assalled yon with eplthet and
invective, You were called negro worshippers,
fanaties, and radieals, Bul on the stamp, ot the
s, and in Congress we all faced the lssues
mrlmly. and the world-acoursed system went
down forever and forever. (Ap&lausﬂ.} No
thanks to our opponents (or this beneflcent
consummation, ut, even our enemlies being
our judges, how magnifloently are we endowad |
Who dares now wag his tongue agalust 1t? Who
repaats the slanders hoaped upon yon as 1t were
but yesterday? Notone! Nolone! Yours was
the ocontest; you bore the opprobrium; and
yours the victory, And your children, and
your children’s chilldren will rise up to eall
ou blessed, beecause you dared, despite
i’lm wrath of tral ors South and the inveo-
tives of your opponents North, to strike
this glant army from turret to foundution
stone, even amid the agonles and throes of eivil
war, and to crush it out in this falr laud forever,
But other duties to the couniry yel remaloed
to be performed; and youn, and those who
thought with you, girded your lolns for the
woilk. The Thirty-ninth Congress, the noblest
and most'patriotle body of men I have ever sesn
assembled al the Capitol during my doren years
of publicservice, wisely rejecting the lll-ndvised

JUDGE UNDERWOOD'S CHARGE.

U. 8. DISTRICT COURT IN RICHMOND.
FIVE BLACK MEN IN THE JURY BOY—EXTRAORDI-

NARY CHARGE OF JUDGE UONDERWOOD—THE

FORTHCOMING TRIAL OF JEFF DAVIS, EYC,

Ricavoxn, May 6.—The United States Circuit
Court met to-day, at half-past thres o'clock P.
M., Judge Underwood presiding. The Grand
Jury were sworn, and John Minor Botts ap-
pointed foreman. Major Kennedy, the Assis-
tant District Attorney, was present. Mr.
Chandler, the District Attorney, had gone to
New York to consult with Mr. Evarts, one of
the counsel retained by the Government in the
expected trial of Jefferson Davis., The ques-
tion of the prisoner’s rendition to the civil au-
thorities on the writ of habeas corpus issued by
Judge Uunderwood will be decided, it is sup-
posed, to-day, in Cabinet meeting. Up to
Baturday last the Secretary of War dauﬁnud
to issue any instructions on the subject to
General Burton, in command of Fortress Mon-
roe, The Judge's charge was listened to with
great interest by a densely crowded court-
room, The following is the charge:—

Gentlemen of the Grand Jury:—The clroumitunces
surrounding w8 demand devout thanksglving to Al-
mighty God that we, the friends and representstives
of the Goveroment of the United States, who last year
woere Lurestened witlh destruction and hnot oy
aswunsing in this oity for attempting to execute tha
laws of our counlry, can now meet 1n consclous Beou-
rity under the wings of the starry bauner which our
